The remaining $1H,100, 
149 00 I eing retained by the com- 
panies for keeping our money 
and returning a little more than 
half of it to us when we happen 
to have a tire.

Bridge Almost Sure. 

I'nlesa the unexpected hap- 
pens, there will ba] a bridge at the 
mouth of Lulbegrud crock be- 
tween Clark and Kstill counties 
before another winter. The 
bridge will not coat, to exceed 
i*3,000, of which amount Clark 
county will pay, in proportion to 
the voters she has with Estill, 
and this will be at least two- 
thirds the total or 12,000, Kstill 
will have to pay the other one- 
third, or #1.000. Citizens of Ks- 
till, promoting the bridge, have 
91,100 raised by subscription and 
the county has already appropri- 
ated WOO, making a total of $], 
600 available for the bridge aud 
approach. The remainder of this 
*1,«00, after putting in the 
bridge, w ill be used to helphnild 
a turnpike from the bridge to 
Spout Spring, which is less than 
two miles. When this pike and 
bridge are completed, there will 
then be only about ten miles of 
pike lacking betw-een Winchester 
and Irvine, and a little over four 
nrles from Clay City to Winches- 
ter. When the pike is built to 
Spout Spring, it will be complet- 
ed on to Clay City w ithout delay, 
because the people in this section 
know how to do things.
